ERRORS; ADOPTING IN ITS PLACE A CORRECTED ORDINANCE 
TO REVISE THE DENSITY PROVISIONS OF THE PLANNED UNIT 
DEVELOPMENT SECTION OF THE PALM BEACH COUNTY ZONING 
CODE. IN ORDER TO BRING SAID SECTION INTO CONFORMANCE 
WITH THE PALM BEACH COUNTY COMPREHENSIVE PLAN; PROVIDING 
FOR CODIFICATION, SEVERABILITY OF INVALID PROVISIONS 
REPEAL OF CONFLICTING LAWS, AND AN EFFECTIVE DATE 


WHEREAS, on November 10, 1981, the Board of County

WHEREAS, the errors are so extensive that a comprehensive 

jj replacement of Ordinance No. 81-31 would be the most efficient 

means of achieving the desired result; and
